T b e o lj-e to f the institu­ 
tion, as set forth in the charter, is to in­ 
struct females between the ages of 13 and 
19 years in all the duties appertaining to 
the care of a household and to teach 
such trades an i business as will make 
them praoticil womeu, able to earu a re­ 
spectable livelihood. 
ibe benefits of 
the college are to be extended, first, to 
daughters of clergy men, aud, second, to 
daughters of respt ctuble parents, wto^ 
through adverse circumstances, are un­ 
able to give their children proper train­ 
ing BLJ tiJ UC it!

A djourn 1 
A fter A d o p tin g B illa to P rev en t Pool*. | 
Si. Louis, Mo., March 14.—The legisla­ 
tive convention reassembled 
yesterday 
and adjourned after the transaction of pre­ 
liminary business to allow committees more 
time to prepare their reports. 
When the convention reassembled the 
committee on resolutions submitted its re 
port recommending that all resolutions re­ 
ferred to the previous day be laid on too 
table, which was done. 
The committee 
also begged leave to suggest that as the 
conference was called in reference to the 
beef and pork combine, or trust, as desig­ 
nated in the Kansas resolution, that is all 
there is for this convention to consider, and 
in the opinion of the committee the only 
effective way to reach it is by legislation, 
if the same can be done without encroach­ 
ing upon the organic law of the land. Tho 
report of the committee was then adopted 
without further discussion. 
The committee on needed legislation pre­ 
sented as a desirable measure the bill sub­ 
mitted by the Texas delegation. 
This bill 
deals with the definition of trusts and pen­ 
alties to be inflicted for violation of the 
act. 
The bill h^s passed the Texas House 
by a vote of 80 to 6, and will probably be­ 
come a law. 
The clause concerning the infliction of 
punishment provides that any corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this act 
shall forfeit its charter and franchises and 
its corporate existence shall cease. 
Any 
foreign corporation under similar conditions 
shall be denied the right to do business in 
the State. 
Any violation is also declared 
a conspiracy against tfade and upon con­ 
viction carries a fine and imprisonment, 
the maximum being $5,000 and ten years. 
A debate was indulged in which waxed 
warm, but the measure was adopted, tho 
Nebraska and a few of the Missouri men 
dissenting. 
The adoption of the bill was 
highly satisfactory to tho Texas delega­ 
tion and seemed also to greatly please tho 
“ big four” representatives, who regard it 
as an action that will have but little effect 
on their business. 
An adjournment 
was taken until 8 
o’clock, when a bill providing for the in­ 
spection of UVe stock was presented. 
This 
bill provides for the inspection within tho 
state on the hoof, within twenty-four hours 
of the time of slaughter, of all fresh beef, 
pork, mutton and lambs offered for sale in 
places of 2,000 inhabitants and over, pro­ 
vides for tho appointment of the inspect­ 
ors and defines their duties, and fixes a 
penalty of $100 for every violation of the 
act. 
The bill was taken up by sections and a 
most heated debate followed. 
An Illinois 
man set the ball to rolling, and Gen. Pope 
of Michigan, Senator Finn of Iowa, Crafts 
of Illinois, and many others m ale them­ 
selves heard. 
Sehator Fields of Indiana 
attacked the bill most bitterly, and Senator 
Finn of Iowa said that he could not see 
that the measure proposed would tend in 
any way to lessen the grip of the d res sod- 
beef men. 
The discussion lasted until almost mid­ 
night and ended in the adoption of the bill 
by a Vote of 4$ to 25. 
The convention 
then took a final adjournment.

In a little cottage near the base of 
Floyd Knobs,two miles from New Albany, 
Iud., lives a colored woman who is well 
known among the army veterans. Among 
her acquaintances are Generals, Colonels, 
Captains and Majors by the score. 
No 
bean-bake or reunion of the Twenty-third 
Indiana regiment would be complete 
without her presence, for she is the 
adopted daughter of the regiment. 
Her 
name is Lucy Nichols. 
She is 48 years 
old, intelligent and trustworthy. She was 
a slave in Kentucky, and when the war 
broke out determined to come North, 
the order having been given that lier mas­ 
ter’s slaves were to be confiscated and 
driven further South. 
Ono midnight she fled, taking her 
baby and was unable to warn her hus­ 
band. 
All night she fought her way 
through briars and underbrush, hut had 
the reward of reaching the federals early 
next morning. 
Bleeding, exhausted, and 
with the child in her arms, she was taken 
before Col. W. L. Sanderson, who com­ 
manded the Twenty-third Indiana regi­ 
ment, and by him was referred to Dr. 
Brooker, regimental surgeon, and alter 
that she was a fixture in the regiment, 
which belonged lo Gen. Gresham’s brig­ 
ade. 
She was with the regiment at the 
siege of Vicksburg, and there her child 
died. 
With the Twenty-third she was at 
Thompson Hill, Raymond, Champion 
Hill, at the capture of Jackson, marched 
in Sherman’s great 
raid 
as far as 
Meridian, Miss., 
afterward 
followed 
through the Atlantic campaign, during 
which her regiment was In battle or 
skirmish every day, and joined in tbs 
pursuit of Hood through Georgia and 
Alabama, helping to fight the regiments 
last battle at Bentonville. 
During these days she endeared herself 
to the soldiers. 
Her hand often lifted the 
canteen full of water to the lips of the 
wounded, her ear received the last mes­ 
sage of the dying, and the soldiers looked 
upon her in the light of a friend. 
She 
shared their hardships and never grum­ 
bled, and in their triumphs she was 
among the happiest. 
During this time 
she also made the acquaintance of Gen 
Gresham, aud for a time waited upon the 
General’s wife, who was with her husband 
in camp. 
They became very much at 
ta died to each other, and when, some 
months ago, the General's daughter was 
married at Chicago, Aunt Lucy was sent 
for, and, on lier arrival, taken to the 
Palmer House by Otto Gresham and 
treated there as a friend of the family 
When the Twenty-third was mustered 
out at Louisville Aunt Lucy was still with 
it, and together with the veterans went 
up to Indianapolis, where a reception was 
given to the Indiana regiments July 25, 
1865, by Gov. Morton. 
There the regi­ 
ment finally disbanded, and the men re­ 
turned to their homes in the river coun­ 
ties. 
Many of the men being from New 
Albany, Aunt Lucy naturally went there, 
and found, as she hoped, many friends, 
and some years ago a good husband

C h a r l e s t o n , S. C., March 14,—The in­ 
cidents of the murder of Capt. Dawson by 
Dr. McDow are gradually creeping out 
and ail point to ono of the most cruol, cold­ 
blooded) and heartless of crimes. 
Tho 
statement of tho murderer is published, In 
which he admits that his victim balled 
upoh him to remonstrate against his inter­ 
ference with his (Capt. Dawson’s) gover­ 
ness. 
The murderer says that after a con­ 
versation Capt. Dawson struck him frith a 
cane, and that he, after being struck 
down, went to his desk, took out a pistol, 
and shot him. 
As soon as I got the pistol in my 
hand,” he says, “burning under the blows 
I had received by fist and cane, and espe­ 
cially the latter, I fired at Capt. Dawson 
and I thought I struck him somewhere in 
the chest. 
He staggered and fell on my 
office floor beside the table near by which 
he had been talking. 
He fell heavily to 
the floor. 
He was breathing hard when I 
leaned over him and raised him up. 
My 
first thought was to go out and call some 
physicians and see the extent of the wound, 
and, if possible, resuscitate him. 
In the 
excitement of the moment, caused by the 
shooting and remotely by a little unpleas­ 
antness I had just had witn my wife, I did 
not act at once. ’ ’ 
i 
The evidence shows that the body of tho 
murdered man lay in the office over three 
hours, and that Capt. Dawson lived for 
nearly an hour after he had been shot. : 
After tho breath had left the body the 
murderer went to the corner grocery and 
bought a spade. 
In the meantime his wife 
and children had left the house. 
Return­ 
ing, he bolted all the windows and, knock­ 
ing out several places in the partition 
that 
divided 
his 
office 
from 
the 
premises, made an attempt to dig a grave. 
This, however, he was forced to abandon 
owing to the nature of the soil, which in 
that locality is “made soil.” 
It was or­ 
iginally marsh land and was filled up with 
broken bricks and other debris. 
Finding 
it impossible to conceal the body, the mur­ 
derer next devoted his attention to straight­ 
ening the furniture in his office. 
Every­ 
thing was arranged in its proper shape. 
The body of the slain man was laid as if 
for burial. 
The murderer then locked the 
door, entered his buggy, drove to the po­ 
lice station, and surrendered himself. 
Capt. Dawson was a Catholic, and a 
priest lived within two minutes’ walk of 
the place of his murderer’s residence, and 
yet the murderer summoned no assiatance. 
When tho body was found there was found 
a light walking cane on the floor near it. 
The victim’s right hand was covered by a 
glove and in his fingers were the other 
glove. 
He was totally unarmed. 
His face 
bore marks of a severe beating, the skin 
being abraded in many places. 
The mur­ 
derer’s face, on the contrary, showed no 
marks of a collision. 
The impression pre­ 
vails here that he murdered the man in the 
hope of saving his reputation. 
All the flags in the city are at half-mast, 
and telegrams of sympathy are pouring in 
from all parts of the country.

ing the meeting Mr. Morley said he bore 
a message from the great chief (Gladstone), 
who would have attended tho meeting de­ 
spite his years had ho not been entreated to 
spare himself. 
Continuing, Mr. Morley 
said: 
“ I do not want to understand Mr. Par­ 
nell’s presence to-night as binding him and 
his friends and countrymen to our party. 
He bas no right to 
think of our parties 
except in relation to 
Ireland. 
But I look 
forward to the day 
when, still remaining 
first an Irish leader 
and statesman, Mr. 
Parnell will be able 
to partake, and draw 
a united Ireland to

throughout tho length and breadth of the 
land what its own counsel now admits to be 
as gross a libel as ever was written of any 
public man.

In conclusion Mr. Morley said that tho 
home-rule controversy turned upon the 
question whether theso wealthy classes, 
represented by the Times’ customers, so 
greedy and ferocious for calumnies against 
Ireland, were fitted to make laws for Ire­ 
land, and declared that “ tho time is not 
distant when we shall sqo tho false image 
with a front of tory brass and feet of dis­ 
sentient clay trampled in tho dust under 
tho feet of the honest citizens of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland.” 
[Loud cheerf. ] 
Then Mr. Parnell arose amid tho shouts 
aud plaudits or tho vast audience, and 
st<k>d facing the potpie until the storm of 
cheering had subsided. 
He was sure, he said, 
that his countrymen 
in Ireland, Australia, 
and America would bo 
equally 
glad 
upon 
hearing of this recep­ 
tion. 
He had, how­ 
ever, not much to say, 
and would reserve his 
last words on the vital 
subject for the wit­

and tho c h a r l e s s . r a r n e l l . 
House of Commons.

It was at tho very 
moment that Lord Carnarvon was inviting 
us to a conference on the subject of tho 
future government of Ireland and a new 
constitution for that country, and that was 
one of the reasons why this business of ‘un­ 
earthing crime’ was left to amateurs, and 
a pretty mess they have made of it.” 
Referring at length to tho history of the 
land question, the improvements made by 
tenants, and tho fact that the occupants 
had built their houses, the speaker pro 
ceeded: 
“ You English men and women ought to 
reflect when you read of forcible resistance 
in some cases by Irish tenants against 
armed force that, after all, these people 
are expelled from houses they built them­ 
selves and which are their own property, 
although the law has not yet efficiently 
protected that property. 
You must see 
that it is sometimes not in human nature 
to endure and withstand this provocation 
as passively as we desiro they should for 
the sake of the future of their country, 
and that sometimes their manhood revolts, 
aud they strike a blow in their own defense. 
But it is an honorable thought which I feel 
to-night that since the introduction of the 
great measure of 1886 Ireland has definitely 
turned her back upon all these base, hope­ 
less and desperate courses: that she is con­ 
fident that in the ways of the constitution 
lie her safety.” 
The tenants of the land in Ireland had 
improved it and its occupants had built 
the houses upon it.

—In the Parnell com­ 
mission to day, Mr. Soames, the Times 
solicitor, who has been so unfortunate in 
the collection of evidence, went into the 
witness-box aud tried to explain the extra­ 
ordinary conduct and dangerous state­ 
ments of witness Coffee. 
The latter gave the finishing blow to the 
Times’ case Tuesday by showing the un­ 
scrupulous way in which the Times has 
been procuring testimony. 
The Parnellites 
are delighted with the opportunity it af­ 
fords them of opening the inquiry into the 
methods of the prosecution. 
When their 
turn comes to enter upon their defense they 
promise to turn the commission into a court 
for the investigation of the Times, and 
highly interesting and important revela­ 
tions are expected.

Madison, Wis., March l l.—Tho Senate 
concurred in a number of Assembly bills, 
among them bills authorizing tho purchase 
of land adjoining tho State 
hospital 
grounds; authorizing the establishment of 
a permanent camp and rifle rango at Camp 
Douglas for tho Wisconsin National guard, 
not more than $5,000 to be paid for tho 
improvement of tho same. 
In tho Assembly tho bill came up appro­ 
priating $100,000 for tho purpose of buy­ 
ing permanent State fair grounds in Mil­ 
waukee. 
A committee had reported an 
indefinite postponement, but after discus­ 
sion it was referred to tho committee on 
claims. 
A large number of bills wore 
passed, among them one providing that 
one-half of tho license money received in 
Richland county should be devoted to tho 
poor and another to authorize Milwaukee 
to issue public library bonds. 
Tho follow­ 
ing were also passed: 
Providing that any 
person who shall do great bodily harm to 
another shall bo punished by from one to 
five years’ confinement In tho State prison, 
or by Imprisonment of from three months 
to one year in tho county jail, or by a fine 
ranging from $200 to $1,000; requiring 
Circuit court clerks to transm it to the 
Attorney-General a statement of all fines I 
and forfeitures entered during each term.

Of recant addition! to the fool plants of 
this country perhaps none deserves as mftch 
notice as the sweet dtssfcva (manfhot aipfl, 
It seems to have been proved beyond ques­ 
tion that on the southern border of thfc 
United States there are considerable areas 
admirably adapted to growing this re­ 
markable plant as a staple article of home 
consumption, while In Florida, at least, it* 
manufacture into starch, tapioca, and glu­ 
cose ought to become a leading industry. 
The cassava plant is closely related to 
the ricinus or castor bean, which it resem­ 
bles in general appearance. 
It is a hand­ 
somer plant, not having the coarse, 
rank 
aspect of ricinus. 
It does not Lear mu-ffi 
seed, an I it is not propagated from seed, 
b at from cuttings of the larger stems. 
As to the quantity of tho cassava-root 
that may be obtained from an acre of 
ground, no satisfactory estimates have as 
yet been made. 
It must vary greatly un­ 
der various conditions. 
A tingle plant 
grown In Polk county produced fifty pounds 
of roots, the top measuring eight feet in 
height and ten feet in breadth. It had been 
highly manured. 
A person who has given 
sjiecial attention to the cassava thinks that 
from ten to fifty tons of roots of one year’s 
growth ought to be obtained from an acre 
of land, according to its quality. 
This is 
little better thau conjecture, but certainly 
tho p'ant yields enormously under certain 
conditions. 
Tho uses to which cassava may be put 
are almost too numerous to mention. 
By 
manufacture it may bo converted, with 
scarcely any waste, into starch, tapioca, 
and glucose. 
In the tropics cassava flour 
is used exclusively for making a largo 
wafer or cracker, which is quite palatable 
and keeps without injury for months. 
Florida housewives have used it for making 
bread, puddings, custards, fritters, jollies, 
etc.; also, as a vegetable It is used in all 
ways in which Irish potatoes are used.

L am p s. 
Oil has been burned in lamps for many 
centuries, but no real improvement in oil 
lumps was made till about IOO years ago, 
or about 1783, when M. Argand, a Swiss 
who lived at London, invented the cylin­ 
drical wick and burner, which has since 
homo his name. 
Soon after tin* glass 
chimney was introduced and lighting by 
oil was fully revolutionized. 
These two 
improvements multiplied the light to be 
obtained from a lamp and by producing 
a perfect combustion of the oil, obviated 
the smoke and bad odors previously in 
separable from the use of oil lamps. 
Other improvements followed, one of the 
most notable being tho placing of the 
reservoir of oil below the burner instead 
of above, making the lamp) much more 
convenient. 
This was a discovery of 
Philippe Girard, a Frenchman, about 
1807. 
Another Frenchman, ( areel, eon 
tri\ed a mechanism to regulate the supply 
of oil. but his contrivance was superse t 
cd by the moderator lamp, introduced 
about sixty years ago. 
Some further 
modifications of lamps followed the dis 
cowry of petroleum, but these are the 
principal features included in the lamp? 
of the present day, the Argand principle 
being substantially unchanged.

tives completely off tho scent, and if it 
woro not for tho fact that tho doctor volun­ 
tarily came forward and made his own 
statem ent no ono would have ever known 
whether ho was in New York city or New 
Zealand. 
Tho police long sine© ceased to take any 
interest in the case, as it bocam© evident 
that tho English authorit ies had no evidence 
to hold tho doctor.

A HINT THAT BORK RAISERS W ILL FIN D 


VALUABLE. 
To the Kditor. 
Not many years ago the farmers ol! 
Wisconsin were buying steamers to cook 
the feed for their hogs, and -almost every 
farmer would tell you that it paid, am I 
paid well. To-day I don’t know of any 
fax mer cooking feed for boga. 
Now in 
speaking or cooking feed, I have refer 
ence only to the kind that the farmers 
fed their hogs, such aa corn meal, shorts 
etc., (for I am a believer of oookmg cor 
tarn 
kinds 
of 
feed) 
although 
farmers have abandoned the oookmg pro­ 
cess, very few of them oan tell the reason 
why. 
I think that they got out of the 
cooking process for about the same rea­ 
son that they got into it—that is others 
did it, and they would follow suit. 
Below will be fonnd a careful experi­ 
ment for feeding hogs on oooked and 
raw meal. 
In 1842, August 25th, five 
hogs put up, weighing as follows; 
Hog Nu. I, 105 pound*, fed on scalded meal 
Hoi* No. 2, 81 pounds, fed on .-raided meal. 
ll' is No. 3, 73, pound*, fed on scalded meal. 
Hog No. 4,110 pounds, fed on raw meal. 
Hog No. 5. 09 pounds, fad on raw meal. 
Those feJ en scalded meal gained in 
50 daj 6 on an average, C4 pounds each; 
those fed on raw meal CO pounds each. 
Then their feed changed 
Those pre­ 
viously fei on scalded meal were now fed 
on raw meal, and eoalded meal was given 
to tuoss that had been kept on raw meal; 
and instead of feeding the three times a 
day as before—now only twice a day 
giving them the same amount of food. 
The second test was for 40 days, Nov. 
28th, they ware again weighed with tbs 
following result: 


Hog No. I weighed 209 pounds—gam 39 lbs.
